A good deal of Ifortliem indignation haa been put ifi 
type, not <o much fay the working elaae, for that claai hai had ita 
nose too cloM to the bread and butter grindatone to hare much 
thought for political right and the principlea of liberty, but the 
cry haa been largely from Republican editori, who while aecretly 
deapiaing the negro aa a aocial inferior, h^re nerertheleaa waxed 
Tirtuoualy indignant becauae the loaa of negro rotec injured the 
cbancee of the big party of capHaliam getting political control in 
the Southern states. 

Those editors hare complained of the truly abominable dia- 
franehisement laws in such states as Louisiana, for instance, 
where no one not owning several hundred dollars’ worth of pro¬ 
perty. can exercise the right of citiienahip at the polls. 

How depraved la the sense of justice 'in the unspeakable 
South! of course. 

But—just a moment—How about the.rest of the country! 
While the worker has been sleeping what has been going on in 
both North andjSouthf 

The ruling uasses of the South enacted the property quali¬ 
fication laws to keep negroes from getting political preferment, 
to thwart the right of majority rule in the black distneta. From 
the same motives—that of protecting class rule and the great syv 
tem of capitalist governmental graft—^the capitalists have hoen 
disfranchising white as well as black membm of the proletariat 
all over the conntiy, jnat u fast as a pretext oonld be found for 
so doing. 

While the worker sleeps his libartias are being stolen f.mm 
him. WhL'a he sleeps capitalism is cautiously, clipping his danger¬ 
ous power ot nreponderating stitay^ 'at the pcdla It will grow 
bolder aa be shows signs of appre^ting his strength in that 
direction. 

Look at the situation thus far: In Maine the workingman 
who has made others rich by his labor and toiled himself into 
poverty, ceases to be a citiaen and is demsd the ballot. In New 
HampAire the wage slave who loses his mp in the economic 
struf^le loeee hie vote. In Rhode Island the same, and there is 
a law that gives citiiuuahip a year sooner to the man who owns 
propertf. In IMaware the pnqpertyleas proletarian who has 
been forced to accept help from ottoy eatneoi vote. In Vermont 1 
"those who have not obtained til. approbation of the board, ef 
civil authority of the town in vhkm they, reside” oattnot vole. 
In Missouri the wage slave who has' been hounded to defeat by 
blodd-eocking capit^ism and who accepts state help in almshonse 
or asylum hat hts vote- fahoH awap. In Arkansas when a man be¬ 
comes so poor he cannot pay his poll tax As loeee hie eiSeemehtp. 
In Weet virgmia, after I^it a.a Eikiiia and the net of the 
enttaliats hevR -pattp eriaed them, the weein^fi' lorn the HgU tdj.

“Y’ou are docent Christian people. 
You hire men and women to work 
for you. You pay them abundant 
wages, and if yi,.:” experiences are 
like those of most of us, you get reiy 
poor returns for what you poy in 
this time-serving generation. 

“Labor, according to tlic wage the¬ 
ory, is a comaiodity. They take it to 
the market to sell it under economic 
conditions of buying and selling. 
The liiirer of labor is bound by what 
men prate of as economic laws to buy 
that labor at the lowest pries poaai- 
hie. He has money, they have not. 
He can dictate temia, because he can 
offonl to » jt a little. They, having 
no-money, cannot wait. 

“The employer has a second great 
advantage. There are more men 
needing work than there are places 
to be filled. Then again, is it found 
that, because it costs him less to live, 
the single man is a' better roan to 
employ than the man with a wife, 
and the man with a wife and no chil- 
‘dren ii better than the man with a 
wife and children. Then again, the 
Bulgarian or the Pole or the Arme¬ 
nian ia a better man to employ than 
the single American, becauie be can 
live cheaper still, and consequently 
can afford to work cheaper. 

Man Who Can Lire on Leett and 
Work Sett Standard. 

“The man who can live on least 
and do the. work seta the standard 
scale of wages in the work that he ia 
competent to do, and the economist 
has adduced from this what he calls 
the iron law of wages, that they tend 
alwavs to the lowest point upon 
which the workman can maintain his 
life and strength luflfcient to do the 
work. 

'“Think of workingwomen. Some 
of them support themselvea by thdr 
labors. Othera go out to work to 
earn pin money, and not being de¬ 
pendent on wiiat they earn for a

livelihood they ran afford to work 
for moch less than those who are 
working for a living. Therefore, 
they are cheaper for the emplover, 
and thev- set the stanilard of wages 
in their particular Hue of work. Do

So that the producer of 
cotton will not go without bananas 
and the producer of apples and pears 
will not lack for good cotton goods.

"Tlis strike, nf roursr, is a had affsir, and whal the niitcnmr nf it will be 
I cannot rnnjsctiira. t am not an familiar with the detail, of the avents 
lending up to tha trouble, though I have followed the news|iaper reports esre* 
fully. However, there mu,t have lieen some injustice somewhere, or trouble 
of aurh proportions would nerrr hare arisen. 

"Tha tramaters' union is a powerful organUation and I believe it is the 
Mrpose of the employers* essni'latinn to wipe it out of existsnre, if possible. 
Tho employers heve had this in mind., I believe, for more than s year and 
will stop at nothing to further their end.. They hnve npplied to the federal 
courts lor Injunrtinns and this is but u |ireliminsry steii to asking for federnl 
tnope. I believe thnt just ns soon ss the situation warrants, the lU.OOO 
soldiers at Fort Sheridan will march down the street* of Chicago to intimidate 
tha workingmen; With the Issiianer of Injunrtinns thr laboi' Undrrs, by eon- 
tanpt proesodlngs, may be sent to jail by thr wholesale and without n sent* 
blanee of a trial. ‘ 

“Ths employers Imagine thnt they can solve the whole difllrnltw hy Im¬ 
porting thngs nnd vHlians to take the place nf the strikers. They lead' these 
men to Wlieve they will be given |>ennnnsnt employment, hut the em^oyers 
merely wish them to use to break the strike and when this is aeenmplished 
this rifr-rnff wlli be tume<l loose in fhlcsgn to breed still greater tronhlr. 

“As I said, 1 do not rare to forecast the results nf this strike, but I assure 
yon that my sympathies ar* with the teamsters from start to Bnish."
